A COUNTY FALL CAMPAIGN. 

It is evident from the tone of the local 
Democratic organs and the talk indulged in 
by the local Democratic bosses that a 
“straightout” Democratic machine ticket 
for commissioners, and perhaps for judges 
also, will be placed in nomination in this 
county this fall. The Democratic bosses“ 
insist as a condition of their indorsement of 
a Republican candidate for the judgeship left 
vacant by the death of Judge Williamson 
that the Republicans shall agree to indorse 
their candidate for county judge next fall. 
This is a preposterous proposition. There is 
no person now in existence that can pledge 
the Republican party of this county for next 
year. The candidate who. may be put for- 
ward by the Democrats a year from now is 
not known, A Republican committee, even 
if it had the authority, would hardly pledge 
itself a year ahead to perhaps some yet un- 
discovered candidate of the same variety as 
those Democratic judicial candidates, put for- 
ward in June, 1887, by Boss McDonald’s 
county committee for a littie consideration, 
if rumor speaks truly. 

Indeed the Democratic organs and ward 
workers seem so confident of winning in the 
county this fall that they would hardly agree 
to a nonpartisan commissioner ticket, even 
though their absurd demands in reference to 
the judicial nominations were accepted. More- 
over,the personal interests of the Democratic 
ward workers and saloonkeepers will pest 
be served by straightout party nominations. 
Such nominations mean more money for the 
saloonkeepers and a chance for more money 
for the holders of boodle claims. It is not 
surprising, therefore, to tind one of the Dem- 
ocratic organs declaring that there is no 
reasonable doubt that the Democrats may 
elect ten members of the [county] board in 
November,” and that not many taxpayers

TO REOPEN MICHIGAN AVENUE. 

There is one part of this city where a 
policeman is never seen and where a citizen, - 
whether on foot or in a carriage, whether 
trying to use the streets or sidewalks 
which belong to him, has no rights. It is not 
in any out-of-the-way corner where men 
rarely go. Itis not ina section like South 
Water street, which is by common consent 


given up to trade, but it is on a great artery 


which connects the north and the south 
divisions, and which should also serve the 
purposes of many west siders. 

This place, where neither pedestrian nor 
carriage has any rights which wholesale 
merchants, stevedores, and trucks are bound 
to respect, is on both sides of Michigan ave- 
nue from Washington to South Water 
street, or practically to Rush street bridge. 
There may in other years have been advent- 
urous souls who tried to force their way 
through what is theoretically a thorougb- 
fare. It is not known that any have tried it 
of late, except strangers, for citizens have 
generally learned and shun its perils. That 
poruon of the fourteen-foot sidewalk on 
either side which is not used for storage pur- 
poses by all sorts and conditions of whole- 
salers ig made impassable by a series of bars 
orskids up and down which sturdy porters 
are perpetually rolling boxes and barrels and 
dragging in or out longiron bars. To avoid 
these obstructions, which are worse than 
those on the Snell toll road, it is necessary 
to skip up a flight of steps into the door of a 
store, to dodge astevedore with a truck or a 
bar of iron, and then skip down a flight of 
steps on the other side. This has to be re- 
peated every twenty-five feet and it bécomes 
tiresome even for a man brought up in a hilly 
country, 

The driveway is thirty-six feet wide, but 
by the ingenious practice of placing trucks, 
drays, horses and all at exact right angles 
with the sidewalk the horses’ heads just 
touch one another across the street, and no 
private carriage, cab, or hansom van force its 
way through. To try it is to wreck a team 
or be beaten by a drayman. Therefore a 
person approaching this narrow gorge from 
either the north or south finds it wisest to 
make a detour by wayof River street to 
Wabash, up che latter three or four blocks, 
and then turn east to Michigan. 

There is never a policeman on duty on 
that chokedup part of Michigan avenue, so 
that the pedestrian or man in a cab or buggy 
has atonch time of it, and he finds it does 
not pay to try it a second time. 

In order to avoid this impassable defile 
various remedies have been suggested which 
are notable for the careful way in which they 
avoid going to the root of the evil. Gen. 
Stockton, who is himself in the teaming 
business and hasin his heart a tender spot 
for the teamster—who is now lord para- 
mount of those three blocks of Michigan 
avenue—once suggested that Central avenue 
be used by having a viaduct built for car- 
riages alone running northward from the 
Randolph street viaduct and coming out at 
Rush street bridge. But he could not explain 
how one. was to get on or off his viaduct at 
the bridge without blocking up that street, 
which is a prolongation of River east of 
Michigan, avenue. Within a few days tne 
north south side park boards have 
sketched out a plan for uniting the 
two divisions by crossing the river on a 
doubie deck bridge somewhere near or at the 
present Illinois Central structure, and com- 
ing out on the south side amid a maze of rail- 
road tracks, which are to be crossed by a 
viaduct in some way not yet explained, and 
which will strike Michigan avenue at some 
point not yet stated—perbaps near Twelfth 
street or Park row. The cost of this, itis 
thought, would be a million dollars. It might 
be twice or thrice that sum. 

But why would it not be a much more com- 
mon sense plan to take from the merchants 
and teamsters of Michigan avenue a portion 


ot a street which they are unlawfully ocoupy- 


ing and give it back to the people to whom it 
belongs? They have acquired no monopoly 


rights there. They occupy ali of the street 


and all of the sidewalks by no law, but by 


the shameful tolerance of the tity authori- 


ties—the mayor and his commissioner of pub- 
lic works—who could if they chose abate the 
nuisance there and restore to the public the 
right of transit. The mere enforcement of 
the city ordinances against obstructing the 
sidewalks and monopolizing the streets and 
the presence of a policeman on the street 


would reopen communication between the 


sections, 


OUR RETIBING SAPPHOS. 

The announcement that Mrs, Ella Wheeler 
Wilcox will write no more poetry owing to 
the stramm it makes upon her nerves will be 
received, with surprise by her western ad- 
mirers, who supposed that she was insepara- 
bly weddea to her art. But those readers 
who aiways liked her frankness, and saw 
warm feeling beneath crudity and honesty be- 
neath impulsiveness, expected that she would 
one day come to realize the beauty of silence 
regarding some of the privacies of life. 
Her growth in wisdom has been gradual, and 
her books are representative of her stages of 
progress,. Poems of Passion marked her 
unformed girlhood; Poems of Pleasure 
appeared after she had assumed the serious 
duties of life; and if she ever reconsiders 
her present determination she will doubtiess 
round out the alliterative series by producing 
Poems of Peace.” She was oniy a clever 
and impulsive Wisconsin girl when she tort- 
ured language and our sensibilities by writ- 


ing such passional poems as Ad Finem “: 


On the white throat of the useless passion 

That scorched my soul witb its burning breath 
I clutched my fingers in murderous fashion 

And gathered them close in a grip of death. 
For why should I fan, or feéd with fuel, 

A love that showed me but blank despair? 
So my hold was firm and my grasp was cruel~ 

I meant to strangle it then ana there! 


For just one kiss that your lips have given 
In the lost and beautiful past to me, 

I would gladly barter my hopes ot Heaven 
And allſthe Diiss of Eternity. 

For never a joy are the angels keeping 
To lay at my feet in Paradise 

Like that of into your strong arms creeping 
And looking into your lovelit eyes. 


This was the rhyme of immaturity which 
better had been left unsung. It was in a 
later volume and after she had enjoyed a 
larger experience of life that she wrote 
Peace at the Goal“: . 

With the voice of the craving passions 

We can picture a love to come; 

But “ibe” once filled, lo! the voice is 

And we stand in the silence—dumb. 

It is significant that at the same time her 
sister Sappho of prose, Mrs. Amélie Rives 
Chanler, declares that she has retired from 


the field 9f fiction. These young women have 


been prominently before the public; they 
have bees ardent and impuls ive in uttering 
views of life which were not conventional; 
and now they suddenly drop the pens they 
had dedicated to passion and settle down

blood,” but instead to help make a home for 


sotae honest fellow—and find happiuess in it. | 


| They do not abandon poetry when they do 
this; they only begin to know what it means. 


They feel ashamed of havine, as Mrs. Brown-' 


ing puts it, Sowed their wild oats in tame 
verse,” and they rise to a comprehension of 
those duties which the most human of ail 


poets, Robert Burns, bas sung: 


To make a happy fireside olime 
For bairns and wife 

Is the true pathos and sublime 
Of human life. 


Our modern Sapphos are to be congratu- 
lated on a happier fate than that which 
befell their great prototype. She, too, fell 
in love, and no doubt in her inmost heart 
she would have been glad to forego poetic 
fame for a quiet domestic existence, But 
this was denied her. Phaon, her swain, was 
insensible to her charms and deaf to her 
plaints. Sappho then bewailed her hap- 
less lot in one of the most exquisite 
of her poems of passion and cast herself 
from the Leucadian rock. The veracious 
historians of the time relate that when 
Phaon heard of her tragic end he was stricken 
with remorse, and resolved to join in death 
the woman with whom he had refused to 
unite his fortunesin life. Gathering a num- 
ber of fair youths about him he proceeded, 
garlanded with flowers and singing love 
songs, to the frowning rock from which his 
love had leaped into the sea. There he con- 
templated the water for some time in silence, 
and, apparently thinking better of his rash 
intention, returned to the village with his 
companions. 

Peace go with Mrs. Wilcox and Mrs, Chan- 
ler. They were women of good instincts, to 
whom the public was indulgent, and they 
never realized, perhaps, the harm of their 
example to less talented but not less emo- 
tional girls. That example has loosened 
many of the reserves of maidenhood. 
Young persons hardiy out of their teens are 
now writing stories that should not be ex- 
posed for sale on the tables of our respectable 
bookstores. They are generally prefaced by 
the picture of the authoress, who is invari- 
ably a young creature with a quantity of 
black hair falling down her back. This ris- 
ing brood of Sapphos should be corrected by 
maternal discipline; and the publishers and 
sellers of their juvenile indiscretions should 
receive the attention of the Society for the 
Suppression of Vice. 


HOW TO GET CHEAP FUEL, LIGHT, AND 
POWER, 


The articles which have appeared in Tun 
TRIBUNE last week regarding the manufact- 
ure of fuel gas by the city and supplying it 
at. reasonable cost to the citizens who are 
members of the corporation have established 
the fact that there are obstacles in the way, 
but that they are such as the legislature can 


remove, and that no amendment of the con- 


stitution is needed. The old and the new 
law officers of the city agree that the city has 
the unquestioned mght to manufacture gas 
for deating or lighting purposes for its own 
use. They agree that a liberal, not a strained, 
construction.of the charter would permit it 
to sell gas as it does water. But they ask, 
“Where is the money to come from? The 
“city cannot issue bonds in excess of 5 
“per cent on the valuation, and has 
“passed that limit. It is true that 
“the assessment is absurdiy low, not 
“through any fault of the constitution, but 
“that of the assessors. It can ba raised the 
“moment the ature says the proper 
“word. But the assessment can be 
“increased “the constitution to over 

“six hundred 22 it is not likely that it 
“will be done, power of the city to 
“levy taxes is tricted by legislative lim- 
“itations which do not permit it to collect 


more than barely enough to get along.” 


In reply to the question, Why not, let pri- 
vate capital build the worke and lay the 
mains and complete the plant under city su- 
pervision, and then the city lease it on its cost 
value for ninety-nine years on terms which 
shall give capital a fair return and yet ena- 
ble the city to sell gas cheaper than it is now 
sold?” the lawyers answer, “The council 
cannot make a contract for more than a year 
ahead. As matters now stand the council of 
1891 could not be bound by that of 1890.” 
Thus the city cannot by taxation raise the 
money to build gasworks, nor can it lease 
them if built by others. 

But with the consent and authority of the 
next legislature it can do either or both of 
these things. The general assembly can 80 
amend the city incorporation act as to allow 
all cities to manufactare and sell to their 
citizens heat, light, or power. It can pass a 
separate act empowering cities to do these 
things and to impose the necessary taxes 
to cover the cost of construction if the peo- 
ple, when the matter is submitted to them, 
vote in the affirmative. The legislature 
cannot tax the city exceptionally, but it can 
authorize the citizens to tax themselves as 
much as they please. Itcan also authorize 
cities to make contracts for from two to 
ninety-nine years or any otner length of 
time with capitalists who may wish 0 lease 
gasworks to them. The passage of these 
two measures, which are nowhere in conflict 
with the constitution, will put it in the power 
of Chicagoans either to vote to tax them- 
selves or to make a contract with private 
oa pital, which would answer them about as 
wellas borrowing money on bonds, 

If it is thought that there is no special 
haste about securing these amendments the 
next regular session of the legislature can 
be awaited, which will be held only fifteen 
months hence. But earlier action may be 
desired. The citizens may not want to post- 
pone for so long reaping the benefits of cheap 
fuel gas. How great those benefits would be 
few have considered. It is estimated that 
20,000 cubic feet of fuel gas, which if sold at 
20 cents a thousand feet or $4 would give the 
city a fair profit, is equal to a ton of good 
coal. Anthracite costs 86. 50 a ton, and first 
class bituminous coal about $4. It might be 
said then that the soft coal consumer would 
not be benefited, Nor would he much if he 
got all the work out of the ton of coal he con- 
sumes. But he gets the good of but a part 
ofit. A large part of the heat goes up the 
chimney. Much is wasted because he can- 
not regulate his fire to his exact needs. The 
beauty of gas as a fuel is that there is so 
little wastage. If the housekeeper requires 
but 500 atoms of heat to cook his dinner, he 
can supply just exactly that amonnt if he 
uses gas. If he employs coal he is likely to 
use 2,000 atoms, of which baif flies up the 
chimney. For practical purposes the 20,000 
cubic feet of gas are equal to two tons of 
coal. The substitution of the former for the 
latter would therefore more chan halve the 
fuel bill of the city. Of the saving in com- 
fort and cleanliness, of the freedom from 
dirt and ashes, of the disappearance of the 
bills for kindling wood, and putting in coal 
it is unnecessary to speak. All can see these 
things. 

Should an extra session be deemed advis- 
able there are two other subjects which 
might be included in the call—the exposition, 
if deemed necessary, and the question of a 
high water service for cities. At present 
Chicago is trying to get double work out of 
one set of pipes, and is unnecessarily using 
the same fine quality of water for cooking 


of pipes. Water from inshore—it_ 

taken from the river and near the tant shore | 
—should be supplied under nigh presstre for 
all other purposes for running elevators, for 
light power, for street cleaning, fire ex- 
tinguishing, ete. The sale of the water to 
businessmen would give a large revenue, 
while the high pressure feature would enable 
the city to dispense with many fire engines 
and to put out fires by attaching the hose to 
the firepiugs. The south side bustness dis- 
trict, the river wards, ana the stock yards 
need an improvement which would soon pay 


for itseif by the lessened insurance rates and 


losses by fire. 

All admit the necessity of this system, but 
where is the money to come from? The wa 
ter fund cannot supply it. Bonds cannot be 
issued, the assessors—not the constitution 
—standing in the way. A tax cannot be 
levied for it. Works built by private capital 


cannot be leased. But if the legislature says 


the word, in special or general session, the 
citizens can tax themselves or make a con- 
tract with private capitalists and begia at 
once to enjoy the economies of a new serv- 
ice. It is for the people to decide whether 
they will wait fifteen montns before they 
ask for these things or whether they think 
them of so much value that they will beg tne 
Governor to cali a special session to give 
them. 


THE FRENCH ELECTIONS TODAY. 

Sir Charles Dilke is quoted as saying on 
one occasion in reference to the French re- 
public: “When IL lock at the friends of the 
republic it seems to me it cannot hold out 
six weeks; but when I look at its enemies I 
believe it will be eternal.” The friends of 
the “epublic are now fighting among them- 
selves and the elections will be held today. 
Clémenceau favors a revision of the constitu- 
tion, which means the abolition of the sen- 
ate. M. Ferry and the moderate republicans, 
and more especially the Huguenots, favor the 
retention of the senate and a gradual modifl- 
cation of the constitution in some of its de- 
tails. If the moderates secure the election 
of any considerable number of members in 
the elections today, and if the united repub- 
lican party is in a majority, M. Ferry will 
continue to rule in France, and that will be a 
happy augury tor the future of the republic. 
If the coalition of clericais, monarchists, 


Bonapartists, and Boulangerists win it will not 


mean the overthrow of the republic immedi- 
ately. It will merely prepare the way for 
plots and for adventurers. In this connec- 
tion it may not be amiss to quote the predic- 
uon of Lady Dilke as to the result of those 
elections from the current number of the 
Nineteenth Century: 


The supporters of the party at present in 
power are, it is thought, likely to be represented 
in the next chamber by numbers much inferior 
to their present strength, whilst independent 
republicans, on the other hand, oe 
be returnedin considerable strength, ere will 
be, it is understood, a plentiful steels of men 
who, like M. Amagat, describe themselves as 
“sincere democrats and look on the s rt- 
ers of the government as “republican 
apostates“; men whose narrow, if honest, 
convictions have constantly disintegrated 
the ranks of their party and, not 
infrequentiy, caused the fall of cabinets en- 
gaged, on the whole, in carrying out their own 
icy. It seems probable, therefore, that the 

uture chamber will show, on the one side, a het- 
erogeneous mass of republican deputies of the 
most various shades of opinion, whilst, on the 
other, we shall find a more or less compact 
phalanx of conservatives; for the members of 
the Boulangerist group—even those who, like M. 
Andrieux , have been notoriously republican im 
the past—must act steadily with their conserva- 
tive friends, 

Her article concludes with the further 
prediction that the elections will stop short of 
a decided triumph for the conservatives, and 
that it is more likely that the republicans 
will find themselves face to face in the 
chambers with a united conservative party. 
Will they then, she asks— 
once more submit to see cabinet after cabinet 
overturned, and all stable government rendered 
impossible by now one, now another, of the 
many groups which m up their own party, 
shiftily combining with the consolidated forces 


of the conservatives; or will they at last consent 
to close their ranks against the common enemy?

POLITICAL PROGRESS IN ITALY AND IRE- 
LAND. 


It was not inappropriate, perhaps, that 
Mr. James Stansfeld, the friend of Mazzini, 


the patron and liberal supporter of Gari- 
baidi, and the most eloquent British advo- 
cate of a united Italy, should be presented 
with the freedom of the Irish capital on the 
anniversary of the final act in the series of 
politically dramatic events which made Rome 
the capital of all Italy, from the Alps to the 
southernmost line of Sicily, from the Medi- 
terranean to the Adriatic. While the Cath- 
olic aldermen of Dublin and the Catholic 
lord mayor of that city were conferring hon- 
ors and showering praises on the venerable 
British Protestant radical in the Irish capital 
the Italian Catholics in Rome and through- 
out Italy, and wherever they are to be found, 
as 1,000 of them demonstrated in Chicago, 
were eclebrating the entrance of Victor Em- 
manuel’s patriotic army into Italy’s and the 
world’s imperial city nineteen years before 
and the overthrow of the Pope’s temporal 
power. What advances those nineteen vears 
have marked in the political progress of Ire- 
land and in the political and material prog- 
ress of Italy! When Mr. Stansfeild was 
forced in 1868 to resign his position as a lord 
of the admiralty in the Palmerston adminis- 
tration on account of his avowed sympathies 
with the Italian revolutionists and the hospi- 
tality which he had extended to Mazzini, 
especially the Irish Catholic journals of the 
day exulted over his dismissal and denounced

Ir 18 a great mistake to suppose the courts 


uphoid Sunday laws because of the religious, 


character of the day on which they are in- 
tended to be operative. Judicial opinions m 
this country make public policy the basis of 
Sunday laws irrespective of any religious 
considerations. The supreme court of Ohio 
has said: “Sabbath laws do not rest upon 
the ground that it is immoral or irreligious 
to labor upon the Sabbath aay, but simply 
prescribe a day of rest from motives of pub- 
lic policy and as a civil regulation.” 

For the same reason the law of Illinois 
which permits the selling and drinking of 
beer week days does not forbid these acts 
Sunday because they are thought to be ir- 


religious, but solely to make the day one of 


uninterrupted peace, quiet, and rest. 

The supreme court of California says: 
The duty of observing the day set apart is 
imposed on all as members of the body 


politic without reference to the religious 


faith or worship of any. The day as a day of 
rest is a legal holiday rather than a holy day.“ 

Justice Field of the United States supreme 
courtin a decision bearing on Sunday laws 
said: Laws setting aside Sunday as a day of 
rest are upheld not from any right of the gov- 
ernment to legislate for tne promotion of relig- 
ious observances, but from its right to pro. 
tect all persons from the physical and moral 
debasement which comes from un 8 
labor. 77 a 

Sunday laws being thus based on a princi- 
ple which takes no cognizance of religious or 
theological differences of opinion, why can- 
not the churches unite to have them en- 
forced? Catholics and Protestants have the 
same interest in Sunday as a day of rest ana 
for that reason ought to be equally in favor 
of closing the saloons, but the moment any 
church demands the closing of the dram- 
shops on religious or sectarian grounds it 
makes an appeal which the law does not rec- 
ognize. If the churches will ignore sectarian 
differences they can find common ground on 
which all can stand in demanding the clos- 
ing of saloons because they interfere with 
the rest and quiet of Sunday.

An Ally Worth Having. 

THE TRIBUNE has said over and over again to the 

orthodox ministers who are waging a church war 
-against the Sunday saloons that such a warto be 
effectual must have the cordial support of the great 
Roman Catholic church in the Catholic wards, 
It has said to them also many times chat the 
Lord helps those who help themselves, and that 
if the mayor would not enforce the state law for 
them as he pledged himself to do, if he would 
not wield the sword of the Lord and of Gideon— 
they could draw it from the scabbard and use it 
the mselves., 

Both these teachings are given point by the 
doings of a quiet, unknown Roman Catholic 
priest at Grosse Point who, more given to deeds 
than words, attacked single-handed the Sunday 
galoons at Grosse Point, six in number, and shut 


them up. Like another David, he went forth to 


battle against another Goliath, and slew him. 
These saloons were near the priest's church and 
interfered-with his services, men drinking both 
before and after church hours. He asked the 
offenders to stop, but they would not. Instead 
of petitioning the council or preaching flery ser- 
mons about the municipal officers who would 
not enforce the law, he himself collected evi- 
dence, began suit against the saloonkeepers, 
had them found guilty and shut them up. Order 
reigns in Grosse Point on Sunday. 

Father Netstrator of Grosse Point saw nobody 
was willing to close the Sunday saloons for him, so 
he closed them himself, using the same law which 
is at the disposal of the Chicago ministers. But 
they say it is the duty of the mayor to enforce it. 
It that officer is guilty of any palpable omission 
of duty“ the law says he may be indicted and if 
convicted shall be removed from office. Has 
evidence of his neglect of duty been collected 
and laid before the grand jury? Why has this 
deen neglected? His conviction and removal 
for failure to enforce the Sunday closing law 
would have a most stimulating effect upon his 
successor. 

The orthodox ministers have steadily “left 
undone the things they ought to have done.“ 
They have not used the sword which the law 
puts in their hands, and they have not sought to 
impeach a mayor whom they charge with being 
derelict in the discharge of his legal duty and 
who has certainly broken his pledges to them, 
“What doth it profit, my brethren, though a 
„man say he have faith and have not works? 
“Can they save him? Faith without works is 
„dead.“ 


Did Be Talk Sach Foolishness? 

Mr. William C. Goudy, the well known attor 
ney, is reported by one of the Democratic papers 
as saying in reference to the drainage scheme: 
“The whole thing is a gigantic humbug. There 
is no need for it. It would cost $100,000,000 to 
carry it through, while we can have pure water 
for $500,000." It is charitable to Mr. Goudy to 
suppose that he never said anything like that 
which is above quoted. If he had given the sub- 
ject any consideration—and he would not speak 
on a subject which he had not duly considered— 
he would come to the conclusion that the work 

will not cost ye? ot the sum named. It may 
be, however, that he has been misled by the 
loose talk induiged in about cutoffs, crosscut 
channels, inlets, etc. But there is no immediate 
fear that the theorists of the Hurd boundary 
committee will be permitted to indulge in such 
expensive schemes at the people’s cost. The 
great bulk of the expense will be the cost of cut- 
ting the rock cut below Willow Springs, in the 
Desplaines river bed. That can be readily esti- 
mated. The cut will be at the utmost but ten 
miles long. That ts 17,600 yards. It will de per- 
haps on the average about ten yards, or thirty 
feet, deep, and have an average width of sixty 
yards, or 180 feet. This would mean the excava- 
tion of 10,560,000 cubic yards (17,600x60x10). The 
highest estimate for excavation is $1. Some 
contractors say that it will not cost more than 50 
or 60 cents; others talk of 75 or 80 cents per yard. 
But supposing the rock cut to cost a dollar a 
yard there will be about $10,000,000 more of the es- 
timated $20,000,000 to meet all the other aigging 
and expenses, That will be more than ample, 
And, by the way, will Mr. Goudy tell how pure 
water can be supplied to the 1,200,000 residents 
of Chicago for half a million dollars? He will be 
ranked among the great benefactors of the hu- 
man family if he will disclose a feasible plan of 
this character.

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The Great Octopus Preparing to Refine 
Crude Lima (O.) Petreleum—What Has 
Been Already Accomplished—Ofiicials 
Who Have Escaped Lawyer Forrest 
What They Say and What They Vo Not 
—The One Point. on Which They Have 
Positive Information. —_ 

Out on the sand dunes along the lake 
shore, just beyond South Chicago and the In- 
diana state line, there are 800 men hammer- 
ing rivets through great piates of boiler iron. 
They are making huge tanks fifty feet across 
and mauy feet high, There are streets of 
double rows of these tanks already built, 
and there are dozeus of them in all 
the stages of construcwon—from but a 
circular spot. of leveled ground to the 
completed reservoir. The din of an ordinary 
boiter shop would be but a Schubert sere- 
nade compared to the Wagnerian racket 
these 800 hammers are making. One might 
suppose that spch an enterprise was rather 
too boisterous to be kept aimost wholly away 
from public attention, but to the Stanuard 
Oil company all things are possibile. 

That is what it is—a Standard Oil enter- 
prise. Of course that means that it isa big 


enterprise. It is nothing less than an im- 


mense oil refinery. It is to cost millions of 


dollars and employ hundreds of men. A few 


months ago these acres of sundy waste be- 
gan to be mysteriously purchased. The own- 
ers did not knqw who was buying them, but 
they learned enough so that while the first 
acre was purchased for $150 the last brought 
just ten times that amount, for such is the 
unchristian spirit of the dear farmer who 
regards a great corporation as his meat. 

Thirty days ago the first carload of lumber 
was run out ona new side track. There rap- 
idiy followed other cars of lumber, iron, and 
brick.

At the meeting of the tire chiefs in 
Kansas City last week Chief James Dickin- 
son of this city said that Cleveland is con- 
stantix in danger of being wiped out 
by an oil fire. Chief Dickinson has al- 
ways contended that some day the best 
portion of this city will be annihilated 
through fire in the works of the Standard 
Oil company. His attention is constantly 
directed to the valley in which the oil re- 
fineries are situated, and there has been 
some discussion of the question of learning 
inaquiet way how much oil is stored in 
tanks here, together with.other inquiry bear- 
ing upon the safety of the city under the cir- 
cumstances. 

Chief Dickinson says that Sam Andrews 
of Standard Oil fame discussed this questior. 
witb him many times, and that they agreed 

that in the event of lightning striking one of 
the tanks the district bordering on the nver 
would be at the mercy of a flood of burning 
oil. Lightning would tend to split a tank 
wide open and its contents could in no way 
be held within bounds, as the case of an 
ordinary oil fire. The Standard plant here 
includes probably twenty storage tanks of 
25,000 to 40,000 burrels each. It would be 
of interest to know just how much oil 
the big concern has kept on hand for 
years past, but the city officials as well as 
citizens generally are in ignorance of it. 
Chief Dickinson’s policy would be to compel 
the company to remove its works to the lake 
front, where a system of treaches might be 
arranged so as to cause the oil, in event of a 
fire, to flow into the lake, but in opposition to 
this it is claimed that an attempt at a com- 
pulsory removal means a loss of the industry 
to the city. 

All that can be done,“ the chief continued, 
“is to reduce the heat in the tank or storage 
vessel of any kind to that point where tne 
gases in the cil will not ignite. There is, of 
course, a great deal to be gamed in getting at 
the work of reducing the heat before the oi! 
begins to boilin the iron tank or whatever 
it may be that contains it. All through the 
oil works here pipe connections are made 
with tne bottoms of the tanks, and 
as soon as a fire starts in apy 
of them the oll is run off from 
the bottom, care being used in applying a 
thermometer to the relief pipe and allowing 
only the oil to escape that has not reached a

rok THOUSAND DOLLAKks. 


It Belonged to the Ashiand and Germania 
Mines and Had Been Left at the Iron 
Exchange Bank Friday Evening by an 
Express. Agent+Kobbers Who Knew 


the Ropes Gained an Entrance and Made 


Off with the Booty Before Midnight— 
Lichts Burning bat No Detection. 

Hunr.er, Wis., Sept. 21.—[Special.]—One 
of the boidest and most successful robberies 
ever committed in Wisconsip occurred last 
night between 11 o’clock and midnight, near- 
ly $40,000 being taken from the vault in the 
Iron Excnange bank. The Iron Exchange 
bank was about that time stealthily entered 
by one or more burgiars, the combination 
lock of the vault turned, and $389,895 belong- 
ing to the United States Express company 
was taken from it and carried away by the 
looters. Not even the most minute clew was 
left behind by the clever robbers, and if 
they are caught it will be by some of the 
smartest detectives in the country. 

Every month about this time the Ashland 
and Germania Mining companies, employmg 
several-hundred men to work in their mines, 
pay off their employés. Friday evening the 
amount of currency required to do this was 
shipped to Hurley in the care of the United 
States Express company by Cashier Willey 
of the Ashland National bank. The total 
amount was $41,700, divided as follows: 
Bank notes, $25,180; gold, $13,980; silver, 
$2,540; total, 841.700. The ‘cash was 
in the large packages which are used 
by all banks. When it arrived at 
9:15 at Hurley the stuff was piled up on a 
wheelbarrow and taken to the bank, where 
the express company left it for safekeeping 
over night to de delivered over to Manager 
Lyon of the Asbland and Germania company 
in the morning. 

Like pearly all banks, there is a huge safe 


with a time lock on it inside the vault of the 


Iron exchange. As the express company’s 
money arrived after the hours for closing 
the bank it could not be deposited in 
vault. 
The door of the vault has a 
combination attached, and nobody was sup- 


posed to know the combination but Oashier | 


Reynolds and Assistant Casmer Leonard 
Perrin. When the money was brought 10, 


shortly after 9 o’clock, Cashier Reyuolos took |. 


charge of it and remained in the bank until 
10:15. At this hour George H. Hopper, the 
Burton house manager, came along, and Rey- 
nolds went to the theater with lim. The 
cashier sleeps in the bank building, and when 
be returned at 11:30 to retire for the night he 
was surprised to see the vault door ajar. 
BUT THE MONBY WAS MISSING. 

The cashier went into the bank, revolver 
in hand, and crept inside the Vault. He was 
startied to find that the treasure was gone. 
All that remained were a few sacks of minor 
coin—half dollars and quarters. These 
were strewn around tne floor of the vault. 
Altogether, out of $41,700 the robber left 
$1,805. 

People who passed the bank at the time 
the robber was operating saw the form of 
the plunderer in the rather dim light, but 
thought nothing of it. and supposed it was 
the cashier. The robber wore the cashier’s 
office coat, and any oue acquainted 
with Reynolds would scarcely have noticed 
the difference. Entrance to the bank build- 


ing was evidentiy gained by the burglar or 


burgiars through the transom over the rear 
door. Not a lock had been tampered with. 
When the money was discovered to be 
missing the cashier gave the alarm. Tele-

There seems 
to have been no trouble for thé burglar to 
open either of the doors, as there is no sign 
of any attempt to use force, excepting that 
on the inner door there are two or three 
small scratches, but these are so slight that 
it is possible that they might have deen made 
previous to last night. 
WANTED IT ALL IN BILLS. 

After the robbers had secured the money 
they repaired to the private room of Mr. 
Reynoids and there proceeeded to cut open 
the bags so as to make sure that they did not 
have tne silver: This fact is made plaip by 
the finding of three of the bags, containing 
$1,8u5. 

It is the general belief that the money has 
not been carried far, as its weight must have 
been in the neighborhood of fifty pounds, 
and that it is nidden in this locality. An 
overcoat which hung in the closet and a hat 
belonging to Mr. Reynolds were found on 
the railroad track near the Montreal river, 
The conclusion is that the man who opened 
the vault wore these at th@time so that 
if he were seen from the outside by 
any one passing he would be taken for Mr. 
Reynolds. The coat was also undoubtedly 
used to tie ug the swag, as a pack strap was 
found with the other articles, and, if met by 
any one, it would look as if tney were simply 
carrying apart of their wardrobe. Luck 
certainly favorea the robbers, as the in- 
candescent lights were burning all the time, 
and still not a person can be found who saw 
any one in the bank at that hour. The funds 
of the bank were in the time lock safe and 
were not disturbed. 

Tue TRIBUNE correspondent saw G. A. 
Alexander, agent of the United States ex- 
press, this evening. He was asked if he 
thought the company would blame him for 
the loss of the money in any way. 

„No, I do not feel at all worried about 
that, said he. I don't see how they can. 
I have on several different occasions tried to 
have the money sent in the morning in- 
stead of the evening, but as it did not 
suit the convenience of the mining 
companies the time has not been 
changed. On several occasions, when I 
could not find Mr. Keynolds, I took the 
money home and put it under the bed. The 
safe in my office is not large enough to hold it 
and I do not consider my safe burglar or fire 
proof. The vault in the Iron Exchange bank 
is as safe as any vault could be, and I am 
satisfied that the company cannot find fault 
with what I have done.” 

WHO GAVE IT AWAY? 

W. 8. Reynolds, cashier of the Iron Ex- 
change bank, was also seen ahd answered all 
inquiries without hesitation. 

* Mr. Reynolds, is there any one you re- 
member of having had in your employ and 
who is not at the present time, who was ac- 
quainted with the combination to the vault?” 
asked the reporter. 

„No, there is not a person in the world, 
aside from Mr. Perrin and myseif, who ever 
knew anything about or had anything 
to do with the combination. Mr. 
Perrin is the only man I ever had 
with me who knew enough about the bank- 
ing business that I could leave tne whole

THE LOUISIANA FORGED BONDS. 


Nobody Yet Knows the Magnitude of the 
f Fraud Committed. 

New Ogtzaxs., Sent. 19.— Investigation by 
the state offloials and parties largely inter- 
ested n state securities continues to develop 
mew cases of fraud every day.. It now ap- 
pears that forgery has been added to the 
fraudulent floatmg of bonds of the state, 
through the criminality or carelessness of 
the state’s trusted servants. 

In addition to the $303.600 of consolidated 
bonds" upon which interest payments have 
just been stopped and many of u hich—pre- 
sumably all—have been surreptitiousiy put 
upon the market inste:a of being canceled, 
there have been discovered in private hands 
many of the 4 per cents issued under act 121 
of 1880 and known as constitutional bonds” 
that are cleariy au overissue made in fraud. 
How the Blank forms got out of the posses- 


mon of their proper custodian, who filled 


them up and affixed the signatures of the 
Governor and State Treasurer, may only be 
the criminal courts. 

But the fact is settled that while the high- 
est legal issue of the $100 series of these 
bonds 1s No. 200, numbers at least as high as 
242 are outstanding, and of the $500 series, 
the legal limit of which 1s No. 30, bonds as 
high ae No. 56 are aflvat. To what extent 
——. may go a short time will disciose. 
The loss is now estimated at $1,000,00u. .

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SOME REMARKABLE FIGURES ON 

| DBAINAGE SOHEME, 

He Exaggerates the Cost of Plans He Does 
Not Approve and Minimizes the Ku- 
denne of Those Be Favors—These Fe- 
puligrities Do Not Tend te Impress the 
Commission With the Ubjector’s ideas— 
The Day’s Proceedings. 

Mr. Hurd did not fare any better at the 
hands of the boundary commissioners yester- 
day than he did the ing day and 
Wednesday. He floundered about in the 
Skokie marshes as he did in the Calumet 
swamps, and tho Engineer Cooley went 
frequently to his tance he had not extri- 
cated bimself when tne commission ad- 
journed for the day. 

It is noticeable that when Mr. Hurd esti- 
mates the cost of some feature of a drainage 
plan which be does not approve— which is in- 
compatible, in fact, with his pet scheme—he 
evinces a decided tendency to exaggerate the 
expense of the same. On the other hand. 
when questioned about the probable cost of 
some feature of his own pet plan he muini- 
mizes the expense or takes refuge in a dis- 
creet silence, claiming that he bad not given 
the question consideration. 

There were some pertinent illustrations of 
this peculiar tendeacy in Mr. Hurd yester- 
day. had been asked the day before to 
make an estimate of the cost of bridging the 
ll-miie-iong 200-feet-wide cross-cut from 
Cheltenham Beach to the main drainage 
channel. He presented that estimate yes- 
terday. It was ine modest sum of $1,250,000, 
Now it should be borne in mind that the pro- 
posed channel would be as wide as the Chicago 
river. No other than double swing bridges 
would be permitied to span it. One such 
bridge would cost $250,000. An estimate of 
$50,000 more — bridge for land dam is 
moderate. or Mr. Hurd’s $1,250, not 
— od than five bridges at the outside could

At least twenty-five bridges would be 
needed. 

Judge Prendergast was not impressed 
with Mr. Hurd’s statement about the 
bridges, and when later on he 
caused —— to trace the route of 
the proposed channel on a map, those in the 
courtroom must have noted that it crossed 
Cottage Grove avenue, State street, Haisted 
street, Seventy-fifth street, Ashland avenue, 
Sixty-third street, Forty-seventh street, and 
ascore of other ng thoroughfares at 
points comparatively thickly populated. 

MORE FALSE ESTIMATES. 

Mr. Hurd’s estimate was rendered more 
glaringly insufficient later on when, in order 
to suit a new 8 about dilution, he 
proposed to run e Seventy-fifth street 
channel through the district west of the 
stockyards into the south branch. 

Mr. Cooley did not do any better than Mr. 
Hurd wen he began to explain his reasons 
for adyocating the Skokie cutoff In the 
first place he underestimated the iengtn of 
the route. He sa d it would be about eleven 
miles. The .tracing on the map and 
the scale showed that itis fifteen miles, He 
estimated the cost at $2,500,000, but he did not 
take into consideration land damages, the 
cost of bridging or other important detalis— 
facts which were brought out by the ques- 
tions of the commissioners. He unwittingly 
dealt this part of the scheme a deadly biow 
when he said that it ought to be completed 
before work should be co on the 
main channel!

But the commissioners interrupted to say 
that they wanted more detailed information 
and more specific data as to the cost of the 
Skokie cutoff, the probable damage 
by flood waters the Uunois val- 
ley, also the cost of a proposed 
big sewer running through Jefferson and 
Cicero into the main channel, and into which 
some of the west and northwest sewers 
should be emptied. 

Judge Prendergast and Judge Tuthill also 
Wanted to know where the water for this 
sewer could be had, and the probable cost of 
a tunnel like tue Fullerton avenue conduit 
for north branch remo) purposes across 
Lake View or Evanston. In this connection 
Mr. Hurd made a statement which he will 
hardly be able to verify, that the Fullerton 
avenue conduit is but six feet in diameter 
and cost $800,000. 

The commissioners, after consultation, fur- 
ther notitied Mr. Hurd and Mr. Cooley that 
the y would give them but another session in 
which to explain ali the details of their 
scheme. The objectors will be given a show 
2 and Weduesday, and it is the inten- 
uon of the commissioners to go over the 
ground Thursday, Friday and Saturday.

His Talk About Tanner Was Not for Pab!ii- 
cation "—Says Be Was Misrepresented. 
Bosrox, Mass., Sept. 21.—[Special.]—In- 

surance Commissioner Merrill is the maddest 

man in Boston just now, and all because of the 
famous interview credited to him relative to 

Tanner. The article,“ said he, “is practic- 

ally a lie from end to end. It is the first time 

in all my experience that my confidence was 
ever betrayed by a newspaperman. The 
facts are,“ said he, that I sat with my back 
to my desk here talking with two Grand 

Army men the other day when a young man 

entered the room and dropped into a chair. 

Il remarked that I would soon be at leisure 

and continued my conversation in an under- 

tone. I know now that he must have 
heard most of it. I was explaining to them 
why the P ent found it necessary to dis- 
miss ner. Soon they went out, and the 
young man remembered that he, too, was in-

talk it over. I told him I did not care to talk 
for publication. LIonly conversed with him 
for a few minutes. As he rose to go I again 
cautioned him that what I had said was not 
for publication, and. my remark was heard 
by two other newspaper re ntatives who 
had meanwhile entered. en he published 
a column and a haif, much of which I 
never said. In tne first place he was an 
eavesdropper. n he started off with the 
statement that the President had offered me 
the pension commissionership ana I had 
about con zluded to accept.

Ex-Policeman J. C. McDonald Receives 
Probably Mortal Wounds—The Cause, 

Joseph C. McDonald, formerly a police officer 
at the Thirteenth street police station, was shot 
and fatally wounded yesterday morning by bis 
wife. He was discharged for drunkenness ten 
days ago. After he lost his place he was not 
sober a day. Mrs. McDonald had saved $16, and 
to keep the money from her husband pinned it 
to the inside of a skirt. Friday evening when 
she went to a grocery store he searched 
until he found it. He went out and re- 
turned after midnight drunk Mrs. Me- 
Donald missed the money in the morning 
and accused him of taking it He cursed her. 
She told him that if he would give her $9 of the 
money to pay the rent he might keep the rest; 
that there was not another cent in the house, and 
no money coming, and that she and the children 
would starve if hespentit. He said he didn’t 
care, and started to go downstairs. 

She gota revolver from a bureau drawer and 
called after him that she would kill bim if he did 
not give up some of the money. He paid no at- 
tention to her and pisced his hand upon the 
Goorkaobd to go out. She fired a shot that struck 
bim in the hand, and then fired two more, one of 
which entered the small of the back and the 
other between the shoulders, 

lice found the wounded man lying on 
the bed and his wife walkimg back and forth and 
wringing her hands. She would not tell who 
had ‘him. The revolver was found concealed 
beneath the carpet. She was taken to the 
Twelfth street station and McDonald to the hos- 
pital, Although he was able to walk downstairs 
and get into the Wagon without assistance the 
surgeons at the hospital pronounced his injuries 
probably fatal The bullets in bis back were ex- 
tracted. Capt. O'Donnell took his ante mortem

AN INEFFICIENT PULICE FORCE. 


Burglars at Work in the Business Section 
of the ‘ity. 

The Herald, the mainstay and chief organ of 
the present city government, is forced to say 
this: 

“The Heraid is constrained once more to re- 
mind the citizens of Chicago that they lack effi- 
cient police protection. While the downtown 
patrolmen of the city force were dozing in cozy 
saloon corners Thursday night four business 
houses within a block of the city hall were en- 
tered by burglars and robbed. The district is 
nominally under police protection ; it enjoys also 
the advantage of various private patrols; but it 
was chosen by the thieves as the easiest field the 
city afforded in which to work. 

Thieves know their business if policemen do 
not. They will not attack a place Which is ad- 
equately protected nor attempt any venture 
which involves areasonabie chance of defeat 
8 They carry their lives in their 

ands. : 

“if burglars may safely operate within the 
shadow of the city hall there is no safety for the 
outlying districts, where policemen are even 
scarcer than on the downtown streets. It is in 
these districts that the people of Chicago live. 
As the case now stands no man Can go to bed o 
nights with any certainty that the paid servants 
of the public will guard his house from burglars. 
He cannot start for home after dark and feel 
sure that he will escape the assaults of the high- 
wayman, 

“ Chicago is no longer a country town; itis a 
great city, and it wants and must have real city 
police.“ 

Every word 6f it is true, but how did this state 
of things come about? Because the mayor, in- 
atead of attending to his duty, went nosing and 
sing about the police and other departments, 
throwing out all men who hed American senti- 
ments and replacing them by men with Clan-na- 
Gael feelings. Of course demoralization ensued. 
Of course the burglar cameto the front when 
the decent policeman was withdrawn. Under 
Harrison some good men were left in every de- 
partment. The present incumbent of the office 
does not want a man in the city’s employ, from 
captain of police down to street laborer, who 
knows more than he does. The result is that 
we is weakly and inefficiently served every- 
where.

The opinion of Attorney General Miller in 


the matter of the alleged misappropriation 
of money paid to the delegates ef the Creek 
nation on account of the Oklahoma cession 
was made public today. The facts in the 
case are as follows: In pursuance of a treaty 
entered into between the government and 
the Creek nation Congress made an appro- 
priation by the act of March 1, 1889, for the 
payment of $2,280,857.10 to the Creek nation 
for the release of their claim to certain 
lands, and by an act approved March 2 in 
pursuance of a similar treaty made 
a somewhat smaller appropriation for a like 
rchase from the Seminoles. The questions 
nvolved are substantially the same in both 
of these cases. It will, therefore, be suffi- 
cient to refer to the law as applicabie to the 
Creek appropriation. The act making the 
appropriation for the Creek purchase pro- 
vides that the $2,000,000 of the purchase price 
all be made a ie 2 fund bearing 5 
r cent interest, and that the remaining 
857 shall be ons to the treasurer 
of the Creek nation, or to such per- 
son as shall be duly authorized to 
received this money. The anguage of Sec. 
4 of the act of March 1, 1889, shows a purpose 
on the part of Congress to put this smaller 
sum at the disposal of the Creek council for 
such use as to that body may seem fit. The 
Attorney General regards this as a correct 
construction of the act. After the treaty 
was made both houses of the Creek council 
passed acts authorizing payment of the 
moneys by the United States to certain dele- 
gutes, who received it, and it has not been 
questioned that the payments were made to 
the proper parties. Tne Attorney General 
says that he does not see that he is author- 
rd the discretion plain 
granted to the Creek council in the disposi- 
tion 1 funds or to attempt a recovery 
thereof.

In a province where 
woolen fabrics are cheaper than anywhere 
else, in heaven's name why do not mothers 
draw long and comfortable fleecy stock- 
over. the children's knees? 
It rouses indignation akin to rage 
in any American woman to see

reaches scantly below the waist line, with 
nothing on its long blue expanse. of naked 
legs but two inches of socks above its shoes!

THE RUINS OF FORT BEAUSEJOUR. 


A Sketch of the Dike Lands Where the 
; Acadians Took Refuge. 

Amurrst, N. S., Sept. 19.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.]|—I sprang out of the carriage 
and ran breatbiess un the great swell of land 
on which stand the ruins of Fort Beauséjour, 
now: called Fort Cumberland. It passed 
from’ my mind that we bad crossed New 
Bruaswick by rail during the night; that we 
were in the dike lands; that French houses 
had sd from view eas if by enchantment, 
and in their stead appeared ugly New Bruns- 
wick and Nova Scotia farmhouses, covered 
all over with shingles, a torment to the eye— 
a suggestion of fish scales. 

We had left the train at Amherst, just 
within the border of Nova Scotia, on pur- 
pese to drive to Beauséjour. The dike lands 
are lovely; and a sunny mist lay over them 
far and near. We crossed the roadbed of 
the new snip railway, which will not be com- 
pleted for several years. It isto connect the 
bay of Fundy with the straite of Northum- 
berland, saving vessels a thousand miles of 
navigation, for at this place the neck of Nova 
Scotia is only sixteen miles wide; but a rail- 

of sixteen miles which will carry across 
lana the largest vessels which sail tne ocean 
is no small matter. The government fur- 
nishes @ fixed sum every year to carry on 
this enterprise, but the undertaking is ia the 
hands of an English company, the first en- 
gineer of the admiralty being at the head of 
it. Well does England know how to make 
herself strong and facile in her naval grip of 
the coasts on this continent.

The fort of Beauséjour commanded the 
surround ing country for many miles. It was 
built just at the border of Acadia, or Nova 
Scotia, that the us French might watch 


over that lost portion of New France—ceded 


to England in one of those stupid treaties 
made by the Fifteenth Louis. It was, says 
the historian, a continual menace to the En- 
glish, who had a small fort, now almost ob- 
literatea, called Fort Lawrence, some three 
miles south westward Updn the marshes. 

The ist day of June, 1755, turee small frig- 
ates filled with Puritan New Englanders, 
headed by John Winslow, and English troops, 
the whole being commanded by Monckton, 
anchored at the extremity of Fundy bay, 
within five miles of Fért Beauséjour. Vergor 
sent in haste to the French stronghold of 
Louisbourg, on Cape Breton island, for help. 
His garrison: comprised only 160 men. But 
1,500 Acadians gathered in—undisciplined 
peasants, peaceful agricultural people, but of 
a mettle which could not be turned against 
their own countrymen or against their friends 
the Indians: Three hundred Acadians re- 
mained in the garrison; the rest scattering 
and harassing the enemy from woods and 
coverts. They were ready to reciaim, their 
land from the English; but they had no head. 
If there had been a man in the commaudant's 
shoes instead ot a thief of the king’s stores 
the worid would nevér have heard that sor- 
rowful story of exiled Acadians.

OLD BEAUSEJOUR. 

Old Beauséjour is surrounded on all sides 
by ramparts a hund réd yards from the walls 
Between the gateway and rampart on that 
side—in what was cailed the fosse—stands 
the massive powder magazine, built of hewn 
stone and arched with brick, at least tweaty- 
five feet by twenty, and the vault must be 
twelve or fifteen feet high. One corner of 
the vault has caved in and piled its ruins in 
the excavation, and cows have tramped and 
littered the inclosure. 

The thick walls, of this New Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia hard red earth, mixed with 
stones, which seem able to defy time, are 
about thirty feet high and still steep. You 
scramble down the outside, holding to grass 
and stones. There are five large bastions, 
laid out so that their batteries might have 
raked the entire country. The gateway, 
partly fallen down, % of cemented stone. 
Fort Beaus jour incloses, perhaps, more than 
ah acre of round. The wall on the east 
side is somewhat serrated by time, outlining 
a series of little hillocks along the top; and 
under this wall, at mid-distance from the 
bastioned corners, there is a vaulted cham- 
ver or tun nel, built, like tne powder maga- 
zine, of hewed stone below and brick above. 
A similar chamber suggests in 
the opposite wall; but there only a. little 
hole has been burrowed by some animai 
and you look into the dark—but a large, re- 
sounding space of darkness. The fort was 
occupied fitty years ago, and officers’ quar- 
ters remain in the shape of a tottering old 
house, with ghosts of staircases ascending to 
its upper floor, and eyeless windows staring 
at these massive useless earth works—these 
monuments of French greatness which ac- 
com plished so little. Cement is scattered 
like snow around the gateway; thistles grow 
within tne inclosure, and alien cattle switch 
their tails and doze on the first floor of the 
officers’ quarcers. They do not like in- 
truders, but with Acadian patience they will 
endure them. An old well yet remains 
opposite the powder magazine in the fosse, 
though partly choked with thisties and 
fallen timbers. 

Beauséjour was surrounded by a deep 
moat, and round stake ends hke the remains 
of treesized palisades may be seen in the bot- 
tom of it on that side toward the bay. Yel- 
jow lichens cling to the stones of this memor-

We walked around on the walls and sat in 
the high grass grown bastions. it was 11 
o’clock of the daytime, and the. sun shone 
through luminous haze. Humid air the 
bay of Fundy blew over those wide and open 
reaches. A mile north of Beanséjour are 
woods so thick that ground und rocks are 
carpeted with damp moss. But not a shrub 
has approached the old walls. Raised on the 
highest swell it stands naked against the 
sky.

I sat down in a bastion. You understand 
it was daytime. The moonlight must be nazy 
and weird there, such joys roll up from the 
bay of Fundy..

But out of the mist or the silence, while I 
sat thinking, figures apveared in daytime— 
the bie powdered daytime of this coast— 
such figures as are never permitted to walk 
under a broad glaring inland sun.

The accent of their French made me slow 
to understand. But when I understood I 
tried to turn and look at Vergor, but my 
turning seemed to shake the whole vision. 
So I sat still, and when it had wavered a mo- 
ment the figures adjusted themselves again 
to upright positions, and a soldier brought a 
letter into the fortress and handed it across 
my shoulder to Vergor in the bastion. He 
opened it and played with the paper until 
Abbé Le Loutre wandered again to the gate 
way. 

Then I could hear him spelling and chuck- 
ling behind me, and thickly whispering his 
intentions between lines written to him by 
his friend the government Officer, Bigot, at 
‘Quebec. Weill did I know the greedy words! 

“**Profit by your place, my dear Vergor.’ 
Ab, have I notprofited, my friend It would, 
indeed, be more convenient to sell the King’s. 
goods at the wharf in Quebec instead of 
allowing tnem to be carted nere; but chat is 
done at his expense, not mine.’ ‘Chp and 
cut—you are free todo what you please—so 


that you can soon come to join me in France 


and buy an estate near me 
The chuckling behind me of the robber of 
‘his King’s stores and pbetrayer of France 
made me finally turn to stare at him. I saw 
bim for the space of a breath—a coarse lipped 
man in the rich uniform he dishonored.-

How British Redeoats Established Play 
houses in Boston, New York, and Phil- 
adeliphia—Anecdotes of Washington, 

. Lafayette. Maj. Andre, and Other Noted

The drama in the days of Washington! 
What a change it is to turn from the theaters 
of today, crowded with fashion and starred 
and girdled with electricity, to. the play- 
houses of the revolution, which were fos- 
tered in Boston, New York, and Baltimore 
by the British redcoats and their Hessian 
allies. How the good puritans of Boston 
were shocked when Burgoyne’s officers 
painted their faces in Faneuil hall! And 
imagine the feelings of the prim Quakers in 
Philadelphia when the gallants of Howe 
and Clinton beguiled their. weariness vy 
réviving the godless comedies of King 
Charles II. Imagination may summon up 
the patriots praying st Vailey Forge while 
gay companies of officers dazzled colonial. 
belles by disporting themselves (clumsily 
Snough, no doubt) in comedy, or capering in 
the dance. The fable always has the same 
moral in history. The prayerful. ones arise 
and smite the frivolous, and smite them 
hard. It will be seen that Americans owe a 
debt of gratitude to the theater, for our his- 
torians agree that the seductive institution 
in question did much to render the British 
garrisons effeminate and thereby contributed 
to their final overthrow. 7 

Mr. George O. Seilnamer of Philadelphia 
has just published a “ History of the Amer- 
ican Theater During aad After thé Revolu- 
tion“ (Philadelphia: Globe Printing House),

turned into a theater, and old world and new, 


world piéces were produced in quick suc- 
cession. Among these was Mrs. Centlivre’s 
oomedy, The Busybody,” Rowe’s “Tamer- 
lane,“ and Aaron Hill's tragedy ‘of Zara.“ 
Per the last Gen. Burgoyne wrote a prologue 
in which after a survey of the state of Eu- 
gland under Cromwell he went on to recon- 
eile the puritans to his innovation: 

To sootiie the times too much resembling those, 
And lull the care tired thought this stage arose; 
Proud if you hear; tewarded if you're pleased, 
We come to minister to minds diseased. 

To you, who, guardians of a nation’s cause, 
Unsheath the sword to vindicate her laws, 


Tue tragic scene holds glory up to view, 


And bids heroic virtue live in you:

: A SOUND OF REVELRY. 

One of the farces given by these young 
people—it was called The Blockade of Bos- 
ton ’”’—became historical through an incident 
connected with its first presentation. It was 
on the night of Jan. 8, 1776. The curtain haa 
gone up on the opening scene where Wash- 
ington was represented as an uncouth figure, 
awkward in gait, wearing a large wig and 
a rusty sword. He was attended by a country 
servant carrying a rusty gun. The actors 
who personated Washington and his trusty 
squire had scarcely entered when a soldier 
rushed on the stage exclaiming, “ The 
Yankees are attacking our works 
on Bunkers hill” All was con- 
fusion in an instant, and Gen. Howe’s 
order rang out, “Officers, to your alarm 
posts It must have been a stirring scene, 
as worthy of a poet as was the scene at Brus- 
sels on the eve of Waterloo. 

„Under Burgoyne’s inspiration,” to quote 
the present author, “the military thespians 
at Boston, produced plays partly as an affec- 
tauon, but more in a spirit of offense to New 
England sentiment; under Howe, both in 
New York and Philadelphia, the productions 
were merely the divertisement of an idle 
soldiery in the name of charity; under 
Sir Henry Clinton theatricais became 
a business.” New York was 6 Far- 
rison town from 1777 until 1783; 
the whig families had moved out, and the 
littie theatre on John street was the one 
bright spot for the much bored officers. The 
names are yet preserved of the most prom- 
inet of the military actors; but one in partic- 
ular shines out with peculiar distinctness, 

After the battle of Germantown many of 
the wounded British officers were taken to 
Philadelphia. The playhouse was at first 
used as a hospital, out was after- 
wards turned by tne convalescents and 
their friends to its praper purpose. 
Howe’s Thespians began their Southwark 
season in January, 1778. It.was about this 
time that Maj. André became associated with 
the amateurs. He was at headquarters. as 
Grey’s aid and was the favorite of his chief. 
He was the center ofa brilliant circle, and 
was young, handsome, and petted. There 
is no tradition of what plays he 
appeared in. It is certain, however, 
that he brightened up the little comedies 
with his brush if not with his talents. 
The scenery pafuted by him was remembered 
vy old Philadelphians for many years after 
the revolution, and à full description of at 
least one set of scenery from his brush has 
come down to us. One drop scene bearing 
Andre's name in black letters on the back 
was preserved in Philadelphia until 1821, 
when the old theater was burned. . 7

ene pter. The John Street 
of his Excellency,” and in the pre- 
liminary announcement “Ladies were 
requested to send servants in time to keep 
places tor them in the boxes that they may 
be the more agreeably accommodated.” 
Although the charitabie nature of these ber- 
formances was always insisted upon in tne 
prologues there is grave reason to believe 
they were a business rather than 4 charity. 
There was a regular salary list. Payment 
was exacted hy the officers as well as the 
performers in civil life, and an English 
journal of the time sought. to excuse 
the willingmess of British offers to 
perform for hire on the ground that in New 
York necessaries were so dear that an in- 
ferior officer who had no other resources 
than his pay underwent more difficulties 
than the common soldier. The actors then 
were paid, but they always appeared under 
the shiela of a prologue emblazoned with the 
word,“ Charity.” These prologues, of which 
the historian has preserved. many, are liter- 
ary curiosities. Following are the opening 
lines of one spokenin the character of an 
Indian chief, the occasion being the produc- 
tion or Mahomet” in 1780: | 

Lom a chief, a native of these lands 

Proud to obey the British King’s commands; 
Charmed with your virtue and superior grace, 
Knowledge we seek from your enlightened race; 
Tho christian moral truths to us are new— 


Yet pleased with virtue, we are charmed with 


you; ea 
And by the intercourse as we improve 
Increase intelligence by increasing love, 
And hope in future time to bring to view 
Our Indian squaws as fair, as chaste as you. 
These sentiments are laudable indeed for 
an Indian chief; but as far as his squaws 
were concerned it would be mach better to 
leave them in their native wilds than to form 
their morals after the women of New York 
during British occupation. The best families, 
as before said, had left the city and the tory 
partisans that remained gave themselves up 
to dissipation and vice. 
AN ANECDOTE OF LAFAYRETTR. a 
Congress did everything in its power to 
discourage the acting of plays during the 


revolution.

Frequenting 
playhouses and theatrical entertainments,” 
it Was asserted by way of preamble, “has a 
fatal tendency to divert the minds of the peo- 
ple from a due attention to the means neces- 
sary for the defense of the country 
and the preservation of their liberties.” 
It was therefore resolved That any person 
holding an office under the United States 
‘who shail act in or attend such plays shall be 
deemed unworthy to hold such offlee. and 


shall be accordingly dismissed.” In this 


connection an anecdote is related of Lafa- 
yette. He asked Henry Laurens, who was 
‘then president of Congress, to 
bim to the play, presumably at the old Sou 
wark theater, ident Laurens informed 
the marguis that Congress had that day 
passed a resolution recommending the states 
to pass laws for the suppression of such 
Has Congress passed such a 
resolution?” the marquis asked, and added, 
„Then I shall not go to the play.“ 

The states failed to adopt the recommend- 
ations of Congress, and the Southwark we- 
atre in Philadelphia was reopened Feb. 23, 
1780, under the management of Mr. Tempie- 
man of Virginia. A’ theater was built in 
Baltimore three years after the passage of

True, the playhouse is no longer a 
taproom as it was then; but instead of the 
blackguard who drank wine in the boxes we 
now have the idiot who smokes cigarettes in 
the lobby. 

The first reference to the American war is 
found in the prologue to Otway’s Venice 
Preserved,” which was brought out in Balti- 
more about this time.

The year 1788 was the last in wnich actors 
in Phijadelphia were compelled to resort to 
subterfuges in order to give plays. The fol- 
lowing year a dramatic association was 
formed, the object of which was to secure 
the repeal af prohibitory stage legislation. 
Then the ten years’ war against theatrical 
intolerance was brought toanend. Ali the

argued that the stage was a concomitant 
of an ‘independent. state. No eis 
ilized state is without it” Robert 
Morris, the friend of Washington, made the 
strongest. argument when he said: “ The 
taste and manners of the people regulate the 
theater, and the theater nas a reciprocal ef- 
fect upon the public taste and manners.” (If 


one of the opponents of the theater at this { 


time had had his way novels would have 
been prohibited as well a plays.) Petiuons 
and counter petitions were sent to the legis- 
lature. The petitioners took the broad 
ground that if the theater was not tolerated 
a source of rational amusement would be de- 
stroyed and every freeman incur the forfeit- 
ure of a natural right he ought to possess— 
the right of act mg as be pleases in a matter 
indifferent to the wellbeing of the commu- 
nity. At last, March 2, 1789, the obnoxious 
law was repealed ia Pennsylvania and tne 
American theater was practically free. 
WASHINGTON AT THE THEATER.

appear that prominent people who wear wigs 


can readily be counted. If the routine of 
daily life bas any influence upon a full head 
of hair, it seems that the legal profession is 
the most wearing; commercial pursuits are 
next in line, if leading merchants are taken, 
while medical and theological sciences are 
not destructive to hair. Wearers of wi 
are more plentiful among the jurists than in 
any other class of men. erchants, as a 
rule, disdain artificial means to cover up 
baidness, but a little investigation shows 
that some of them spend fortunes for hair 
restorers, | 

Among the judges of the state courts is one 
who would be exceedingly unhappy without 
a wig, yet whois almost morbidly sensitive 
upon the subject of wigs. Any casual ref- 
erence to them will make bim flush wile an 
allusion to baidheadedness will cause a smile 
and a self-satistied smoothing out of the 
masterpiece of tonsorial. art which crowns 
the judicial head. A well known La Salle 
street insurance broker used to wear a wig 
to conceal a bald head that is as smooth and 
shiny as a billiard ball, but he has given it 
up since a few friends played a practical 
joke on him. Tne baidheaded broker and 
three of bis cronies were in the habit of 
lunching together at a prominent downtown 
restaurant. One day recentiy one of the 
friettds, calling at the broker’s office to ac- 
company him to lunch, succeeded in admin- 
istering a generous supply of mucilage to the 
rear part of the hat lining.

Ex-President Bremer of the Musical union 
indorses the New York Herald’s crusade 
against bad music:-ia the theaters of that 
city. In a letter addressed to that paper he 
says: Allow me to thank you for your 
noble efforts to improve the bad music in our 
New York ‘theaters.* R 18s a move which 
cannot be aporeciated enough both by the 


professional musiciar and - the public at large. 


There is no city in the world where there is 
to be found better musical talent than in 
New York. We rank the first in musical 
art, but, on the ether hand, there is no place 
in the world where bad music is tolerated as 
much in New York.” 

Mr. Bremer goes on to explain his efforts to 
have better music, and the want of success 
which attended his move, and Gwe some ac- 
count of the pohcy which has hitherto pre- 
vailed. Wan 1 to close fisted managers 
he says © remedy lies with the 
public, which, if it will demand good 
music between the acts of a play and 
refuse to patronize a theater where such 1s 
not supplied can soon bring managers to 
terms. Good music can easily be provided 
by securing musicians at reasonable 
terms instead of poor ones at starvation 
prices, as at present, and augmenting the 
orchestras to a proper number. Another ad- 
vantage obtained with reasonable prices paid 
would be a lessening of the number of sob- 
stitutes provided by good players who have a 
chance now and then to plax other single 
en ents of a more profitabie nature 
than their regular work in the theater. 
With increased prices for the regular theater 
engagement there would be far less disposi- 
tion to accept outside engagements, and the 
quality of work done by the theater organi- 
zution would not suffer from the presence of 
substitutes unaccustomed to the routine of 
the organization.
